PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To effectively 
and surely storage and manage service tickets 
by allowing a member store and a purchaser 
to display/confirm an increasing and reducing 
record managed by themselves or the service 
ticket issuer of the service tickets by means of 
the display of a terminal equipment through 
the use of a communication line. SOLUTION: 
The respective communication equipments 4 
of the member store 2, the purchaser 3 and 
the service ticket issuer 1 are connected 
through the communication line. Through the 
use of the communication line, the providing of 
the service ticket corresponding to the sales 
amount for the purchaser 3 from the member 
store 2, the report of the providing to the 
service ticket issuer 1 and the using of the 
obtained service tickets at the member store 2 
are executed by the respective terminal 
equipments. Then the member store 2 and the 
purchaser 3 display and confimn the increasing 
and reducing record managed by themselves 
or the service ticket issuer 1 of the service 
tickets of the purchaser 3 by means of the 
display 9 of the terminal equipment through 
the use of the communication line.

^A mobile phone can be purchased at a cost of 5, 020 
yen including a fee for new subscription.' Such a time will 
come in 1995. PHS which will be put on the market in the summer 
in 1995 has a possibility in that the PHS is sold at a low 
price, for example, 5,020 yen. 

PHS is a simplified cell phone characterized by 
the low price, for example, the basic monthly user fees are 
approximately 3,000 yen. The appearance of PHS as a trigger 
may reduce the price of the existing cell phones . Accordingly, 
the number of the users may increase (FIG. 3-1). In 1995, 
the cell phone may be sensational. The day is coming where 
the sum of the number of users of cell phone and the number 
of users of PHS reaches ten million. 

The ^cell phone at a cost of 5,020 yen' as 
described in the opening may be realized since the store will 
reduce the price of the terminal greatly aiming at financial 
incentive paid for the store by the PHS business corporation 
when a user makes a new contract . The fee for new subscription 
of PHS is expected equal to approximately 5,000 yen. 
Accordingly, it is conceivable enough that the subscription 
of PHS in the shop may cost 5,020 yen including the terminal 
according to the sales competition. 
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Premium Contents can be Sold at Low Cost 

As for examples in which MCIS 2.0 is applied, (1) 
community service such as electronic conference, (2) 
electronic commerce site (B2C or B2B) , (3) streaming service 
of broadcasting type, (4) telemarketing, and (5) help desk 
service etc- are conceivable. 

For example, as the user inputs his/her personal 
information, desired service contents, and desired payment 
in the WWW page, he/she can set services such as e-mail^ news, 
and chat via online signup so that the services become 
available . 

Information for account and charging is 
distributed to an MCIS service object specifying the services 
of the user. The information for charging is processed by 
a payment system of, for example, a credit card by way of a 
function called GPP (Order Process Pipeline) of Site Server 
3*0 Commerce Edition (CE) . 

The end user can spontaneously and automatically 
change the account information or service plan by utilizing 
MCIS without depending on the provider. The provider can 
reduce operations and costs by entrusting the responsibility 
of management to the end user so that the provider can attend 
to advanced services . 



Greatly Changed License System 

An origin of the MCIS 2-0 is '"Normandy" as a beta 
version of MCIS 1.0 announced in Site Builder Conference in 
October 1996. The author of the article having used MCIS 
since the MCIS is called Normandy considers that a certain 
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evaluation can be given to the improvement of the functions 
in comparison to the MCIS at the time, which included more 
' han a few problems in quality. 

On the other hand^ it should be noted that there 
^ s a great difference between the Site Server 3. 0 and the MCIS 
2,0 in sales system and license system- 
According to an explanation of Microsoft, the 
Site Server 3 . 0 CE is provided for web sites of corporations, 
while the MCIS 2.0 is provided for commercial providers and 
mall operators. When operating a business mall including 
plural tenants by the MCIS 2.0, the license contracts of DAL 
(Domain Access License) are necessary to be made in accordance 
with the n\imber of the tenants. Further, when the site 
operator provides services to members such as corporations 
and persons, a license fee called SAL (Subscriber Access 
License) is necessary to be paid a month for each of the 
members - 

The providers which have already developed a 
commercial mall by the Site Server 3-0 CE are greatly 
influenced by the new license system such as DAL and SAL. In 
order to protect the existing users from being confused, 
Microsoft is required to arrange the scope to which the 
license is applied clearly. 
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
